But despite his pledge to the 
Israe] Government, the Secretary 
immediately began to criticize 
Israel's negotiating stance. ''The 
Israclla were shortsighted,” he 
said in a background briefing to 
newsmen on the flight back to 
Washington.

He arriy- 
ed in this country alone, managed 
to work and study and do his 
Army service all at the same 
time. 

He has been in the Treasury 
since 1949, starting as ἃ filing 
elerk. Now he thinks the time has 
come to leave. ‘I want to get a job 
In the private sector while I'm still 
young cnough. Twenty-five years 
in the Finance Ministry Is a long 
time."

GETTING INTO the Granada 
Studios was no easy undertaking: 
the huge, oight-storey building 


with its 250-foot towor dominating ‘ 


the Manchester skyline was 
besieged by screaming teen-agers 
wearing curious baggy trousers, 
sweaters, thick golf stockings and 
tartans. This being an English 
April, snow was falling steadily — 
Browning must have had a lapse 
of memory when he wished to be 
In England rather than Italy dur- 
ing the spring. But the cold 
did not seem to distress the hardy 
young Lanoastrians, whom 
harassed police were trying to 
keep from invading the building. 

When I asked one of the girls 
who they were and why they had 
laid siege to Granada, she ex- 
plained in broad Lancashire, 
“We're the Bay Clty Rollers, Fan 
Club. Kids are coming here from 
all over the country — we heard 
that they were going to record at 
Granada today. We've been here

OUR MAN IN GRANADA 


Granada Television, one of Britain’s oldest commercial 'TV companies, is un- 
ashamedly out to make money — brass, as they call it in Lancashire — as well as 
to provide good entertainment. PHILIP GILLON, The Jerusalem Post’s TV 
critic, recently went behind the scenes at the Granada studios in Manchester. 


Although the corporations are 
naturally expected to select 
programmes of reglonal intercat, 
a considerable proportion of their 
shows are national in range and 
nature. Franchises are for Hmitad 
periods, and can be cancelled by 
ITV at the end of the contractual 
period — this was done with one 
corporation that had grown rather 
too flabby and complacent. The 
thought that an axe may fall after 
five years kéeps the Granada peo- 
ple on their tous. ἡ 

The regional companies are 
frankly out to make money, and 
they succeed in doing so, inciden- 
tally producing some of the best 
TV in the world. 

The reactions of the public are 
tested in two ways. One is by sim- 
ple sampling through phone calls, 
the sampler asking’ the viewer 
which particular station he. Is. 
watching at the moment (BBC 1, 
BEC 2 or ITV). Israel should try 
this some time in Jerusalem, 
when the station 15 running Moked 
while Jordan has Kojak.

It indicates 
that violence for good ends is 
better than viotence for bad: 
presumably a gat or Karate is 
O.K. if used by Kojak, but not by a 
thug wearing the wrong hat. 
Ingenious and unfamiliar 
methods of inflicting pain should 
be carefully used, and only after 
greal consideration. The degree of 
violance shown in newscasts 
should be clearly essential for the 
integrity and completeness of the 
Programme. In particular great 
care should be taken not to unset- 
tle the young and immature,

| FEEDING FIDO 


COMMERCIAL DOG-FOOD is a 


: relatively new addition to our 
ἢ: grocery shelves. This is not sur- 


prising. Dog ownership has not 


” traditionally been a ‘Jewish 


field.” Moreover, until recent 
years, Israelis couldn't afford the 
juxury of special food for their 
dog, even if they owned one. 

In setting down my findings on 
the dog-food market in Israel to- 
day, I shall steer clear of 
“recommendations” and suggest 
that each dog-owner consult his 
own veterinarian about the proper 
diet for his particular dog. 

Ide not own a dag. I hecame in- 
terested in the subject when ap- 
proached by a new firm called 
“Champion” to write about the 
frozen ground meat it is producing 
for dogs in the Sharon and Te) 
Aviv areas. 

For a start, I went around to all 
my dog-owning friends and asked, 
“What do you feed your dog?” 
Some people named a commer!ical 
dry dog-food — and the brand- 
name I heard most was ‘‘Bonzo."" 
Other people feed their pets scrap 
meat from the butcher, or left- 
overs from the table, Several 
friends admitted to cooking 
specially for their dogs — and felt 
obliged to apologize for such 
“pampering."* 

Significantly, in al) “my 
research, among both friends and 
professional veterinarians and 
dog-trainers, 1 did not hear one 
good word sald for the several 
brands of tinned dog-food 
manufactured in Israel. 


THERE ARE several schools of 
thought on dog feeding, and one of 
theae is that dogs are by nature 
carnlyores, and should cat raw 
meat. This is the philosophy of 


. Haim and Penny Abnerl, who 


have recently set up a factory in 
Ramatayim for ‘Champion Ham- 
burger Fresh Frozen Meat.”

For a small house- 
dog, 400 grams to a half kilo of the 
meat will suffice. 


Virtually all dog authorities, by 
the way, agree that dogs should be 
fed only once a day — in the mor- 
ning, if they are expected to be 
watchdogs at night; in the even- 
ing, if they are house pets ex- 
pected to sleep quietly at night. 
“Champion frozen dog-meat is 
sold in half-kilo packages at 
1L2.50, or one kilo for 11.4.60. It is 
at present available at the Sharon 
supermarket chain (Herzliya, 
Kfar Shmaryahu, Savyon), 
Ma'‘adane!l Mizra in Ramat 
Hasharon, Ma'adanel Zahala in 
Zahala, Dugit sporting goods at 
264 Ben Yehuda St., Tel Aviv; and 
the pet shop on Frishman Βί,, near 
Dizengoff in Te? Aviv. It can also 
be purchased at the factory, 98 
Derech Hasharon, Ramatayim, in 
five and ten kilo quantitles for 
114.26 per kilo, It should bo kept 
frozen until just beforo use, and it 
should not be refrozen. 

Because it Ia a fresh meat 
product without standardized 
components, Champion does not 
guarantee any specific protein 
content — a point made by some 
of ita critics, Most dry dog-fooda, 
on the other hand, guarantee a fix- 
ed protein content of 22 to 80 per 
cent — about half of which fs 
animal protein, the remainder 
vegetable protein, usually soya. 


IN RESEARCHING THD subject 
of dog-food, I was somewhat 
hampered by the fact that certain 
private veterinarians work aa 
consultants to specific dog-food 
firms, and hence have a par- 
tloular viewpoint to promote. 
For a genera) assessment of the 
field in Israel, I turned to Dr. 
Bllezer Raibag, who is the 
veterinarian of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
in Jaffa, and until recently was 
the veterinarian for the country's 
police dogs. For budgetary 
reazons, the S.P.C,-A. Ja unable to 
utilize any of the commerolal dog- 
foods, Dr. Ralbag told me, but a 
few years back he tried to per- 
suade the Police το put all iti doga 
onto commerctal dry dog-food. 
“Dry dog-food ia good because it 
contains all the needed foods for 
dogs, based on thoroug 
reasearch," he sald. ;

He ts now 
in partnership with Zackai 
Linchefsky in a company called 
Dogmor Israel, which has recent- 
ly begun a consumer advertising 
campaign promoting 'Dogmor 
Dogfood Doorstep Delivery."* The 
price is IL99 for 20 kilos, 
anywhere in the country. It is also 
sold at Supergol markets, at pet 
shops and some pharmacies. 
Without home delivery, it costs 
TL85 for 20 kilos (IL4.75 a kilo.). 

- The only dry dog-food sold 
here which Mr. Englberg con- 
siders on a par with Dogmor Is the 
American ‘'Gaines,"' but that is 
more expensive — IL135 for 22.7 
kilos, or about IL5.80 per kilo. 


NOT EVERY AUTHORITY on 
dog-food in Israel is opposed to the 
locally-made “‘Jumbo,"’ by any 
means. Apart from the well- 
known veterinarian who advises 
the manufacturer, I heard praise 
for Jumbo from my friend Dvora 
Ben-Shaul, the zoologist, who 
raises dogs at Sha'ar Hagai on the 
road to Jerusalem. Dvora says 
she uses Jumbo and finds !t “a 
very good product,” but she adds 
that it is not her method to feed 
dogs entirely on dry dog-food. She 
also gives them white cheese, 
meat powder and blood powder, 
and scrap meat. She accustomed 
her dogs to Jumbo by introducing 
it gradually into the diet, not 
through 8 crash course. Stray 
dogs, she says, are the fusslest 
eaters, aince they are accustomed 
to having their pick of the 
neighbourhood garbage bins and 
are not used to a set diet. 

Jumbo is ‘available today at 
most pet shops and supermarkets, 
and is the cheapest dry dog-food 
available, It costs IL8 for 15 kilos 
(IL4.38 a kilo), 1.18 for a three- 
Kilo package, and 1116 for a 50- 
kllo bag. 


“BONZO," the best-known dog- 
food in Israel ~- and possibly the 
most popular in Hurope too — has 
until recently been imported from 
Holland, by the firm Assia- 
Ma'‘abarot. A couple of months 
ago, local production under 
licence was begun at Kibbutz 
Ma‘abarot, near Netanya, and to- 
day nearly 90 per cent of the Bon- 
zo sold here is made in Israel. The 
two larger sizes of bags are still 
marked ‘made in Holland” but 
Assia-Ma‘abarot assures me that 
new packaging will be ready soon 
with the made-(n-Israel labelling. 

Because of recent increases in 
raw material prices, 1 was told, 
prices are not being lowered, even" 
though the production is now 
local. A 1B-kilo bag sells for 
1L81.20 (IL5.41 per .kilo), three 
‘ellos for 1L20 or 850 grams for 
1L6.80. At these prices, Bonzo is 
considerably mare. expensive 
than the imported Dogmor, and 
almost as costly as Gaines — 
which seems to me rather strange 
for a product which has gone 
local. 

‘For those dog-owners who feed 
their pets on the 8.V.P. dry soya 
meant for humans, most experts 
tell me there {ia nothing wrong 
with this — so long as it Is 
supplemented by some meat pro- 
tein. . ἔ

Almost a 
quiche 


A JERUSALEM luxury hotel 
recently issued a press release 
claiming that ita chef had solved 
the problem of preparing French 
culsine In Israel through the use of 
amoked breast of goose, 
margarine and parve cream. 
Without wishing to insult the 
chef, who is no doubt a great deal

PRO makes out, this particular 
combination of ingredients sounds 
rather appalling. At best, it could 
hardly approach fine French 
cooking, but only the sort of thing 
one is served by airlines. 

In fact, the fast dwindling 
Jewlsh community of Alsace and 
the virtually extinct community of 
Provence have prepared kasher 
French food for centuries. 
However, although they nelther 
ate pork, nor used cream and 
butter in thelr meat dishes, they 
did have at hand many of the 
producta of farm and dairy, and 
the techniques, that made the food 
of their regions distinctive, 


RATHER THAN slavishly copy 
recipes with innappropriate in- 
gredients, wa must try to use the 
Gishes of France (or of any other 
country) as inspiration in utilizing 
materials at hand and solving 
local problems. Two such 
problems which 1 faced recently 
were half a package of fat white 
cheese, left over from Shavuot, 
and an unwillingness to invest ina 
decent cut of meat for my guests. 

Dectding to make something 
vaguely resembling a quiche, I 
prepared a crust by mixing with 
my flngers about two cups of 


flour, a pinch of salt and almost 
half a package of margarine. 
When I had achieved something 
that resembled damp sand, I mix- 


ed In an egg yolk and pressed the 
mixture around the bottom and 
sides of a greased tart tin (about 
22 cm. In diameter). 

Yor the filling, I fried three 
large onions until they were soft, 
stirring in about a tablespoon of 


flour, and adding about half a cup .-- 


of milk and three or four piel 
and chopped tomatoes, When the 
mixture was quite thick, I remov- 
ed the pan from the fire and added 
the cheese, the egg white, some 
thyme, salt, and a generous dose 
of freshly ground pepper. 

T baked the quiche (or whatever 
it was) in a medium hot oven for 
about 40 minutea and left {t to caol 
for another 10 minutes,
